Kill of wildcats, foxes and weasels 
was larger this winter than in many 
years and should give the young game 
animals and birds a good chance to 
develop this spring in the opinion of 
the state game experts. 
In making this announcement, Seth 
E. 
Gordon, 
secretary of the state 
game commission, said the increase 
was due to activity of sportsmen’s 
organizations in assisting 
in 
the 
work of ridding the forests of these 
vermin, to the efforts of state trap- ( 
ping instructors and to the long idle- • 
ness of the anthracite mines. 
Tile 
kill in the anthracite* region showed 
a big increase which he attributed to 
the miners who hunted and trapped 
during the strike. 
42,844 Kills 
The commission pays a bounty of 
$1.') on wildcats, $4 on gray and $2 
on red foxes and $1 on weasels, which 
takes about 12 cents out oP each dol­ 
lar spent by the department. 
From 
June I, 1925* to March I. 1926, these 
bounties totaled 
$71,819 
compared 
with $50,801 from June I, 1924, to 
March I, 1925. 
During these periods 
the kills totaled 42,844 and 26,811, j 
respectively. 
The commission, this year, 
also , 
broke all records in issuance of spe- j 
eial dog permits. 
These permits, j 
valid from December 15 to March 15, 
protect the dogs of fox and wildcat 
hunters from being shot if they are 
caught chasing a deer or other wild 
game. 
During the height of the trapping 
season the bureau of vermin control 
took on the appearance of a furrier’s 
workroom. 
Pelts were piled every 
where since they must be submitted 
as evidence of the kill before a boun- J 
ty is paid. 
In one day, just after 
the holidays, the bureau received 17 | 
mail bags of pelts and scores of ex- j 
press shipments, making it the heav­ 
iest day in the bureau’s history. 
Pelts Are Slit 
Upon receipt each pelt is gone over 
and marked ny being slit through the 
nose. 
This is done to prohibit the 
collection of a second or third bounty 
on the same animal. 
Each pelt or 
collection of pelts also must be ac- j 
companied by an affidavit declaring 
that the animals were killed by the t 
person claiming the bounty. 
After . 
inspection the pelts either are re- ! 
turned or sent to a furrier as the , 
owner directs. 
Wildcats are especially bad on deer, 
while foxes will attack fawns, Mr. 
Gordon said. 
The weasel confines 
its depredations largely to the small­ 
er game animals and birds. 
A full 
grown cat, which will weigh between 
15 and 25 oounds, bas no hesitancy’ J 
in attacking a full grown deer, the 
secretary declared. 
Both the wildcat 
and fox ordinarily make their kills by j 
severing the jugular vein.
